Sunshine is one of the chief assets of the state of Florida. 
Most' persons who live or visit here acquire a coat of tan to 
some degree, depending upon how much time they desire 
to spend outdoors, or are required to do so by the nature 
of their work. . 

Sunlight 1s healthful but it can also be definitely harmful 
by prolonged exposures to direct rays of the sun, particular- 
ly while acquiring that coat of tan. Sunlight contains about 
15 percent visible rays, 78 percent heat and 7 percent ultra- 

: violet rays. 

Physicians warn against trying to develop a coat of tan 
too quickly. Sunburn is just what it says. It is as much a 
burn as that received from any other source, and the results 
тау be equally serious. Too much sun, even for those used 
to it, тлу result in chills; fever, headache or delirium. 

Get your suntan gradually. The first periods in the sun 
should be no longer than 15 minutes, unless it is early 
morning or late afternoon. Each day the periods of ex- 
posure can be ir ased until an effective coat of tan has 
been, produced. You may be the type who burns easily. 
Blonds are normally more affected than brunets. Because 
their skin is more tendér children of any complexion are 
more likely to get sunburned than adults. 

Calamine lotion is soothing for sunburn and does not stain 
clothing. Olive oil and cocoa butter also may provide some 
relief. Remember that you are dealing with a burn .Have 
respect for the possible complications and if it is at all 
severe, or if it produces a fever, a doctor should be con- 
sulted.

dy 
Okeechobee Waters 


TALLAHASSEE — The State 
Game and Fresh Water Fish Com- 
mission Monday (July 19) auth- 
orized an expanded: $77,000 fish- 
eries survey of Lake Okeechobes 
and the St. Johns River in an ef- 
fort to hasten settlement of the 
long-standing commercial fishing 
dispute on the two bodies. 

Commission Chief hries Bi- 
olagist John F. Dequine said the 
expanded program.would Speed up 
his study “by at ledst two years.” 
He estimated the new survey 
would take from eight to twelve 
months. ^ 

The more intensive fact-finding 
project Was recommended to the 
commission by the 14-man com- 
mittee assigned last month to 
study the problem. 

Six commercial fishing crews on 
each body will be selected to help 
on the survey..Each crew will be 
supervised by a commission biolo- 
gist. The netters will be allowed to 
sell “rough fish”. taken in the 
hauls, but all game fish must be 
returned to the water “alive and 
unharmed.” >

Populations, habits, growth ratés 
and production potentialities in 
the two waters. -' 
'" The study committee, composed 
of both sports and 
fishermen, has indicated it will 
withhold a final recommendation 
pending results of the biological 
survey.
